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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The restriction requirement of September 2, 2004 is hereby withdrawn due to 
applicant's arguments and a new restriction is set forth below. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 203, subclass 5. 

II. Claims 9-1 0, drawn to a method, for classification see below. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
